A Pretty Good ‘‘Worst.” 

“What will the harvest be is a 
line from a hymn that is more 
often quoted in reference to the 
crop prospect than sung ‘with al-| 
lusion to the things‘the author had 
in mind, It sprouts into print 
every spring about the time that 
the grass is starting and the seed 
going into the ground, and is Te- 
peated with more or less anxiety 
at those erucial*pointe in the sea- 
son when frost, drought, hail, 
grasshoppers, and @ multitude of 
other adverse factors, threaten to | 
cut down thg results of the year's 
operations on the farm. In fact it | 
voicesea query that is pretty con- 
tinuously in the mind of, the farm- 
er from the time he runs the seed | 
drill into the shed until the thresh- 
ing gang has cleaned out the stack 
yard and the pantry shelves and 
moved on to the next place. And 
because it sis in the mind of the 
farmer the same question must en- 
gage the attention of everybody 
else in a country whose business 
conditions depend directly andyin- 
evitably upon ‘the answer. This is 
a world of uncertainty and at best 
humanity has a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence. (Nowhere is the fact more 
obvious than in Western Canada, 
where times are good, bad or in- 
different according to which of 
these adjectives describes what the 
crop has been oyipromises to be. 

It is a peculiarity of the present 
season that one of the districts in 
Westerry Canada that is least liable 
to uncertainty is the most uncer- 
tain. And that the uncertainty 
proceeds from a factor that seldom 
creates misgivings in thatjparticn- 
lar district. The country of which 
Edmonton is the metropolis is one 
of the most consistent crop pro- 
ducersjin the West. And it is the 
part of jthe West where sufficient 
rainfall at the right period is most 
dependable. Outside southern 
Manitoba there is no section of the 
West whichyyear after year yields 
the farmer a more assured return 
for his labor, and certainly no sec- 
tion where drought is one of the) 
thingsjthe man on the land so sel- 
dom has to worry about. An ample 
supply of moisture at the right 
time is taken hereabouts as a mat- 
ter ofcourse, almost as assured as 
the sunshine that makes Alberta | 
famous, But it is in this particular | 
part of the West seemingly that 
the farmer is least confident about 
what he is likely to get out of the 
threshing machine this year. Mani- 
toba has a good crop./So has Sas- 
katchewan. So has southern Al- 
berta. There are districts in all 
thred where the craps are not 
good,‘jbut these areas are limited, 
and inside them there is at. least 
uniformity; the crops are all poor, 
s0 poor that nobody is wasting | 
time expecting returns jlarge 
enough to matter. In central and 
northern Alberta we have the 
curious phenomenon of good crops 
and peorscrops in the same local- 
ity, sometimes in adjoining fields, 
or in different parts of the same 
field. Whether it is due"to differ- 
ence irgcultivation, or because the 
rain fell only in spots, or to a 
combination of both, the result is 
a crop so ‘‘ipatchy’’ that experi- 
encedyestimators are keeping away | 
from definite figures as to the 
probable gross yield, or even gen- 
eval statements as to whether it 
should be called a/fair crop or 
something less. 

_ One point, however, is empha. 
sited in all the reports that have 
beew given publicity.
